New York, June 19.—The'murder of

I the most remarkable case the police 
I have had to Investigate in many years. 


One of the off phases of the tragedy 


I la the failure of the murdered girl's 
Ifnther, Paul Sigel, to Identify the body 
Ian that of his daughter, while the girl's 
•mother has declared that the articles 
lof Jewelry found in the room belonged 
\to Elsie Sigel. Acquaintances of Miss 


ilgel who have seen the body of the 
nurdered girl assert that It is that of 
llss Sigel, and a number of persons 
ha\re been found by the police who de- 
plare that the young woman had been a 
'riend of the Chinese, William L. Leon, 


whose room the body was found. 


' Notwithstanding these identifications 


was stated at the home of Mr. Sigel 
day that the girl's father had gone 
Washington "to bring Elsie home."

tee's substitute for it will be taken 
up and kept before the senate until 
they shall have been disposed of.

Sympathiz- 
ers of Father Murphy, both Catholic 
and non-Catholic, joined the mob and 
would have done violence to the bishop 
and party had it not been for the 
strenuous efforts of Father Murphy, 
who counseled the mob to do no viol- 
ence and who requested that the vis- 
itors be let alone. 


Bishop's Enemies Make Him Walk. 
So threatening, however, was the as- 


pect that Father O'Brien secured a liv- 
ery rig and, taking Bishop Bonacum 
and Father Cllne, left In the direction 
ot David City. This rig was followed 
with an automobile with church ene- 
mies ot tho bishop. 


The rig was overtaken three miles 


from town and the bishop and priests 
were forced to.get out and walk and 
the liveryman was made to drive back 
to Ulysses without his charges. When 
last seen the bishop and 
his party 


were walking north along the road to- 
ward David 
City. 
They were not 


harmed, but threats were made to "egg 
them," "mob them" and to treat them 
to various Indignities.

Whole Country Only May Decide. 


Remembering .the former disastrous 


experiment, it is surprising to hear of 
any responsibfe residents of-Washing- 
ton advocating the re-establishment of 
popular suffrage.In the District of Co- 
lumbia. 
Washington has become the 


beautiful and well-ordered city it Is 
under a system of administration by 
commission that has impressed other 
cities .as a model for imitation, as far 
at different circumstances would per- 
mit, and no reas.on is apparent 
for 


abandoning a., system that has pro- 
duced such excellent results. 


It may be that the 'discontent of res- 


idents of the District refers not to mu- 
nicipal affairs, but to the exclusion of 
the District from any part In national 
politics. The president's reminder to 
them' is, therefore, pertinent; .that this 
exclusion'Is an integral part of the 
constitutional 
system, 
deliberately 


adopted in order that the seat of the 
government of the United States should 
be in a territory entirely exempt from 
any jurisdiction or Influence. This is a 
political consideration whose reason- 
ableness and importance are evident. 
The practical result has followed inci- 
dentally that .congress, having exclu- 
sive-power within the District, has 
made of Washington a national capital 
of a splendor wholly beyond the possi- 
bllities.of any local enterprise. 


This exclusive 
federal 
jurisdiction 


has been so well understood from the 
beginning that every one who has ac- 
quired property in Washington or has 
settled there has done so with a full 
knowledge ot the conditions. If he has 
gone there in the public service be has 
not lost his citizenship in his state, 
arid can return there for the exercise 
of suffrage, 'if he has freely chosen tp 
live upon a government reservation, he 
must accept the limitations with the 
advantages of such residence.—Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger.

since, while a witness may forget or com- 
mit perjury, 'circumstances cannot lie.' Any 
euch distinction is, however, entirely arti- 
ficial. 
There is no essential difference, so 


far as reliability is concerned, between di- 
rect and circumstantial evidence, since all 
evidence depends upon the truthfulness and 
recollection of witnesses. 


"The 'circumstances' don't lie, hut perhaps 


the witness who testifies about them does. He 
is just as apt to be in error in regard to the 
shape and direction of footprints as he would 
be in describing the appearance and actions of 
the burglar who made them.

continu". In simple cases of wax hard- 
ening In the ears it then becomes pos- 
sible to syringe tho orillce twice a day 
with very soapy warm water, in which 
there Is n teaspnonful of glycerine to 
half a pint of the liquid. 
This softens 


the accumulation so that it may be re- 
moved by wrapping a piecn of soft 
rntislin over the end of a hairpin and 
Insert Ins It Into the <>ar. Never should 
anything be thrust so fnr into the ear 
of an old person or a child as to cause 
pain. 


When the ear aches, as from a cold. , 


a soothing application la a mixture of! 
equal parts of olivf oil and tincture o f • 
laudanum. It Is tilightly heated and a] 
tiny bit of absorbent cotton Is wet 
with it. This piece is then put into 
the ear as far as It will so without 
causing pain.

Ten Millions Back of It. 


To t'.ie Ilussell Sage Foundation for the improve- 


ment of social aud living conditions in the United 
States of America she has devoted ten million dollars. 
The fund itself is the most largely endowed single 
••'iiarity in the work!. In the terms of the gift it is 
insured an annual income of about $400.000. And it 
is understood that in addition to this initial gift the 
residue of her great fortune will be bequeathed to tb» 
furtherance of Its work. What that work is she has 
Imrself stated clearly In her deed of gift:— 


"The Foundation will not attempt to relieve indi- 


vidual or family need. Its function is to eradicate 
as far as possible the causes of poverty and igno- 
rance, rather than to relieve the sufferings of those 
who are poor and Ignorant. The sphere, of hlgtmr 
education, that served by our universities and col- 
leges, is not within the scope of the Foundation." 


What useful purpose, then, docs the Russell Sage 


Foundation serve V It does not give money to in- 
dividuals; it does not give money to colleges and uni- 
versities; it does not give aid to churches. The three 
usual avenues of charity arc closed to it. Of the fund

Glenn are associated other sociological experts, this 
staff now comprising Dr. Luther H. Guliek. Lee Ham- 
mer. Hastings II. Hart. Dr. K. Frankel. Edward T. 
Divine. Paul A. Kellogg. Clarence W. Wassam. A> 
thur II. Ham. Robert Colt Chapin and others. These 
men are engaged in Investigating social conditions 
aud from time to time the results of their labors are 
published by the Foundation. 


Tlia subject on which the Foundation Is at the 


moment placing great emphasis Is that of the bous- 
ing or the working classes. Jt is not proposing to 
duplicate the model tenement building of the Phlpps 
houses or the City and Suburban Homes Company 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn, but It is giving serious 
attention to suburban housing. The -recent acqui- 
sition of some llfty acres of land near Jamaica, 
which has been credited in the public press to Mrs 
Kussell Sage, was a purchase by the Foundation. 
I-or more than a year past C-rosveuor Atterbury the 
architect, has been making for the Foundation 
studies for small houses and experiments in cheap 
construction.

- "I went to Philadelphia to! teach in what is now 
the Ogontz School. It was hard work. Teachers had 
no specialties in those days. One hour I would be 
teaching geography, then would come ' a class in 
French and then in grammar, spelling and. other 
studies before the day was over. I had long hours, 
but 1 had the satisfaction of feeling that I was paying-- 
my own expenses and living., to some purpose." 


What Aiding the Poor Means. 


And she goes oh record as saying again:—"Helping 


the' poor does not mean giving them money. In the 
majority of-cases .that, would be the very worst thing 
to do. It is an unfortunate thing that the poor people 
do not believe that, any1 one,is helping them unless • 
gifts of money accompany the deed. That is such a 
mistake. In order properly to help the poor they must' 
be brought to a frame-'of miad from which they now 
seem very far, although they.; are. approaching it-as. 
the years pass. This frame o£ mind must be a willing- 
ness to help themselves; 'In a word, it-means that 
the poor must learn the-meaning'of responsibility." ' 


And her carrying-out-of the trust imposed on her 


has justified her eulogists and her husband's - belief. 
Her gifts have been in help- of educational and re- 
ligious enterprises and the study toward the'solution 
of the amelioration of human misery. To the cause 
of education she has contributed about $3,250,000. Of 
this money about one-quarter has gone into the erec- 
tion of school buildings; the remainder has been In 
the-form, of perpetual endowments approximating an 
annual income of four per cent. 


That has been one feature of all her gifts; part has 


been devoted to present needs, but the larger part has 
been laid aside to insure.au income for the continu- 
ance of the work. The Rensselaer Polytechnic, at 
Troy, which" has graduated some of the greatest en- 
gineers of this, country, received $1,000,000; her alma 
mater, the Emma Willard Seminary, also received 
51,000,000. 
Her gifts have embraced many towns, 


from Sag Harbor, which has received 5200,000 for 
educational 'purposes, to Olivia, Minn., where she es- 
tablished, a manual training.school. To the Syrian 
Protestant College at. Beirut she has given 575,000 
and to.the American College for Girls at Constanti- 
nople 510,000- 


To religious enterprises she has devoted nearly five 


million dollars. Included in .this enormous total are 
more than a half million dollars contributed to the 
Young Men's Christian. Association and the Young 
Women's .Christian Association; a half million to the 
American Bible Society to establish, a permanent en- 
dowment fund to prosecute its work; gifts of large 
amounts 'to various churches and a great gift to the 
Far Rockaway Presbyterian Church, where her. hus- 
band's funeral was held. Two million dollars has 
been dedicated toward erecting a church, parsonage 
and Sunday school building and toward the purchase 
and embellishment of four city squares of land. A 
large endowment fund Is also set aside. for ,this 
church, where Mr. and Mrs. Sage worshipped in sum- 
mer for many years.

Briefly stated, these are the purposes and the

What of this woman herself, who has been hailed 


Remem- 
ber that if she were to speak she would insist her late 
husband deserved equally that praise: she is simply 
carrying out their work. She lives simply arid quietly 
For many years she has retired from all social life 
living in the companionship of a few friends women 
and men who are active workers for the world's good. 
Of these perhaps the closest is Miss Helen Gould for 
whom she cherishes a warm and intimate friendship 
and of whom she has publicly expressed. the highest 
regard. 


She maintains three homes—a city residence at No.

STOCK EAT PRICKLY PEARS 


by (1) certain weeds that the cow has 
eaten.

It Is probable that the bacteria caus- 


ing bitterness are not at all uncommon 
and that they could bo found in many 
lots of milk showing no bitterness. 


Some of these bacteria form acid and 


sour the milk; the more common forms, 
however, form little acid 
and

checked by the growth of the lactic 
acid bacteria. 


Nearly all of them form spores and 


thus survive heating, which destroys 
the lactic acid bacteria.

BEES ARE INTERESTING 


Tho most Important product ob- 


tained from bees is tho honey. This 
s scarcely different from tho nectar as 
secreted by flowers, tho honoy from 
different plants being so little changed 
ciy tho process ot storage and curing 
in tho hive that tho honey from each 
kind of plant retains Its particular 
color and flavor. In collecting and 
storing it the bees simply pump it into 
the honey sack and from- this It is 
forced back through tho proboscis anc 
deposited in the cells ot comb In the 
hive.

THE PEAR ORCHARD 


The first three or four years after 


setting it is best to cultivate the'pear 
orchard' in vegetables of some sort, 
but never in wheat or rye/ The veget- 
able crops require both manure and 
cultivation, which benefit the young 
pear trees. 


When the pear tree makes a fine 


growth the fifth year the orchard can 
be put in clover and -left two or three 
years -in that crop. 


The first. crop of. .clover may-be 


taken off, but the second crop should 
never be taken oft, but should be left 
to rot on the. ground to enrich the soil. 


While the pear orchard is in clover 


it is beneficial to hoe or grub around 
each tree in the spring and keep the 
soil loose around it;

spectators. 
He has said:—"I have 


heard of a prize being offered for the 
first .aeroplane to pass over a city, 
such offers are wrong in spirit and 
in principle. There will be, and there 
should be. laws made to prevent nlr 
craft passing over large cities. 
The 


danger to those below is as great, if 
not greater than to those who fly. A 
man who goes up in a (lying machine 
of any kind does so with a full knowl- 
edge of. what he is doing; the man in 
the street, unavoidably struck down 
by something dropped from the ma- 
chine, or by flying pieces resulting 
from an accident, is in the position o£ 
the innocent bystander struck in a 
shooting affray.

Teaching only that Issues In power 
will ever accomplish anything. It la 
ust this kind, of vital doctrine which 
he church of Christ needs bitterly in 
:his day, and it is this sort of teach- 
ng -which" for this pulpit or elsewhere, 
will be mighty—in the pulling down 
of strongholds. . When men are asked 
not to assent to a system of dead 
forms but to do the truth "and finfl 
:nus the truth's reaction, there will 


little room for doubt that detains. 
The crowd was right that day, not

Pekiii, May 7.—With all the cere- 


mony due his high rank_in life, cere- 
mony old as the dynasty itself,' the 
body of the late Kwangshu, emperor of 
China, was on May 1 removed from tho 
palace in the Forbidden City in Pekin, 
where It had lain in state since 
his 


death last November;* and was started 
on its three day journey to the imperial 
cemetery .of H wangling, where lie the 
bodies of his ancestors. 


For the ceremonies 
the 
board of 


rites had spent much 
time and the 


equivalent of $300,000' American money, 
prescribing- with exactness the part to 
be played by each and the costumes to 
be worn, as well as arranging for the 
admission of persons of rank to the 
Forbidden City and other restricted 
areas. In all, but seven hundred cards 
of admission to these places were is- 
sued. 


Troops, which had previously begun" 


to mobilize in'the city, -took up their 
positions on the last day of April with- 
in and on the roads'leading from the 
Forbidden City. 
These latter* were 


lined with soldiery, 
while 
the side 


streets were 
closed 
to travel and 


screened off "with webs of dark cloth. 


In the city itself there were signs of 


mourning everywhere, the flags of the 
nations of the earth floating at half- 
mast from the legations and from pri- 
vate _buildings occupied by foreigners. 
Business was absolutely suspended. 
., 


Half-past 10 o'clock irTthe morning 


"was the time set for the procession to 
leave the palace. Members of the dip- 
lomatic corps began arriving at' 10 


o'clock? 
They were received by the 


prince regent and other members of the 
royal family, the grand council, the 
members of the Wai-ivu-pu and other 
high officials. 
Soon' after the proces- 


sion formed and began the long march 
which was to end three days later, 
members o£ the grand council leading. 


120 Men Carry Coffin. 


Behind the grand council came the 


officials of the "Wai-wu-pu, or foreign 
office; then the attaches of the foreign 
legations, who in turn were followed 
by the ministers from the powers, each 


accompanied by his military aid, Wil- 
liam "W". Rockhill, the American min- 
ister, as dean of the corps, having the 
place of honor and the others following 
iii alphabetical order. 
Next in line 


were his-highness, the price regent, and 
Prince Fushimi, with their aids, and 
then the imperial coffin. 


The coffin was wrapped in-gorgeous 


yellow silk and was carried by 120 car- 
riers, each dressed' in a curtain-like 
gown of red silk interwoven -with yel- 
low and black flowers. In front of the 
coffin were mounted carriers similarly 


clad, each of whom held ritual instru- 
ments appertaining to royalty. Each of 
these instruments was in the form of 
a pole twenty feet long, at the ends 
of which were round boards with dra- 
gons on them. 


Next were two immense artificial 


wreaths of yellow silk, each carried by 
four men in 
the red 
gowns. 
These 


wreaths were 
from 
the diplomatic 


corps, and bora the names of tha don- 
ors in letters of gold.
